The American consul general at Ber­ 
lin reports an unusually brisk and In­ 
sistent demand for American goods In 
certain lines, in spite of the dull and 
declining home anti export market in 
that country at the 
present 
time. 
These inqtiiries cover a wide range of 
merchandise, including small machin­ 
ery of many kinds, typewriters, time 
and cash registers, furniture and of­ 
fice supplies, shoes, leather, lumber, 
and even dress goods and other tex­ 
tiles of wool and cotton which, sur­ 
prising as it may seem, are now pro­ 
duced in the United States under con­ 
ditions which, it is lielleved, will war­ 
rant their export to Kuropean coun­ 
tries, 
The significant and gratifying 
Indication in all this is that American 
manufacturei*s, as such, are becoming 
well known in (lermany and are ap­ 
preciated and approved for their quali­ 
ty and price, 
A few years ago 
goods 
stamped 
“made in Germany" passed in this 
country as of guaranteed excellence. 
Now the Germans seem to l)e looking 
for what is made in America when 
they want the best. 
It ought not to 
la ke long to convince our own people 
that American 
manufacturers, 
who 
compete with the world, must pro­ 
duce articles of superior excellence or 
their competition 
would

short­ 
lived.

W ashington. June 3.— In a further 
series of extracts frtm the forthcom ­ 
ing volue 2 of com m ercial relations 
dealing with United States trade in 
France, Consul Brittain, of N antes 
notes the developm ent of the trade 
in American m achinery in W estern 
France.

There are only about 30 memliers. and 
they hold their heads high when fish 
an* mentioned.

the biggest tuna of the season is elect­ 
ed president for the ensuing year.

Next to the tarpon the best game fish 
of the south land is the r**d snapper, 
whose capture affords much sport on 
the Florida ben* bes. Snappers are deep 
sea residents and am ong the gamest of 
Am erican fishes. They will rise to flies, 
but prefer live bait, such as minnows. 
Squids may also be used w ith success. 
To induce the snapper to bite It is nec­ 
essary to troll one’s line at a fairly 
good rate. 
These are only a few of the places 
when* royal sport w ith game fishes is 
to be enjoyed. There are m any others 
scattered all over our varied country, 
ami in almost all of them the spring is 
th** best time to co out with rod and 
line. 
Possibly there are other fishing 
places ta tte r than those mention' d, for 
who bas ever met a fisherman who 
would adm it that any other .-{H»t could 
be better than his favored locality?

They w ill rise to flies, 
but prefer live bait, such as minnows. 
Squids may also be used with success.

ro have a polished floor?" 
Since the 
advent of the germ theory m any peo­ 
ple besides the scientists look askance 
at carpets. 
The following information 
from The Ladies’ World will be useful 
to such as are considering the abolition 
of these dust harboring affairs: 
The ideal floor is of hard wood, over 
which is laid a large square, leaving a 
bare •urface of wood about one foot 
bel'*-on 
baseboard and rug, or the 
floor may have a covering of several 
smaller rugs. 
The possession of a 
bard wood floor presupposes the neces­ 
sary wealth to hire a competent man j 
to apply tile proper finish, but in the ; 
case of the round of good, bad and in* 
different maids fine rugs and floors are 
not alw ays properly taken care of. The 
large squares should lie sw ept with the 
carpet sweeper as often as necessary 
and at least once a month removed 
from the house and well beaten, while 
the smaller rugs may be shaken out of 
doors on every cleaning day. 
Never 
wipe a wax floor with a damp cloth, 
as the least suspicion of moisture will 
mar it. 
Instead use a dry canton flan­ 
nel wrapped tightly around the broom 
to gather up tile dust, while once or 
twice a year the floor should be treated 
with a coat of floor wax, proceeding 
according to the directions on the can. 
Canton flannel bags made to fit the 
broom and tied at the handle are con­ 
venient, and the lower end finished 
with two small ruffles will make them 
wear a longer time. 
The treatment of pine floors will de­ 
pend upon their age ami condition, 
while their care will depend upon the 
finish which has been applied. 
New, 
well matched boards will take a wax 
finish very nicely, and an am ateur may 
achieve good results if the following 
recipe is used: 
Rub the well planed floor with sand­ 
paper and apply a coat of transparent 
filler. 
When this has stood LM hours— 
no less time for the l»est results—apply 
floor wax with a soft cloth, covering 
the surface well. 
'I ills first wax appli­ 
cation must also stand for a full day, 
after which a second application of 
wax is necessary. 
Let the second coat 
stand an hour, ofter which the polish­ 
ing process will consist of three goings 
over with the weighted brush—first, i 
across the grain; second, 
with 
the 
grain, and, finally, with a thick wool 
pad beneath the brush. T his floor may 
be kept free from dust In the same 
manner as one of hard wood. 
Older and softer woods must either 
be stained or painted. 
But, no matter 
which material is used, the secret of 
success lies in waiting sufficient time j 
between each coat of paint or stain 
and in rubbing the mixture thoroughly 
Into the wood.

Into the merits of the case for some 
time past, has instructed Ambassador 
Tower, at St. Petersburg, that 
he 
may issue an American passport 
to 
Simon James Gordon, upon satisfac 
tory assurance that the man intends 
to return to the United States from , 
Russia and that he does not intend 
to use a passport to break his hail 
bond of 25,000 rubles and avoid legal 
proceedings against him now pending 
in Russia. 
Gordon was born in Russia, but nat 
u rail zed 
in New Jersey, where he 
has a brother residing at Guttenberg. 
He went to Russia nearly a quarter 
of a century ago as a business agent 
of an American locomotive concern, 
but his connection with that com­ 
pany ceased some time ago. 
Upon 
the death of his first wife he married 
a Russian woman, and has now be­ 
come involved in family difficulties 
through a separation. 
His 
wifes 
family has brought suit against him 
and he is under a hail bond to await 
the result of that suit, which grows 
out of a bitter family quarrel. 
So far 
as known here his detention is not 
connected with any political or busi­ 
ness affair. 
The United States law 
does not allow passports to he is 
sued to naturalized citizens who re 
turn to reside in their native conn 
try without purpose to go hack to 
the United States within a reason 
able time and resum e the full duties 
of citizenship, and this test must be 
applied by 
Mr. Tower by Gordon 
The case has been pending before 
the departm ent for several months, 
and if Gordon is unable to comply 
with the requirements it must 
be 
further considered.
